Industrial activity in the United Kingdom in the 
first quarter of 1931, as estimated from the particulars 
furnished from various sources to the Board 9} 
Trade, was 3-6 per cent. smaller than in the fourth 
quarter of 1930, and 14-1 per cent. smaller than in the 
first quarter of 1930, the index numbers for the three 
periods (based on the quarterly average of 1924 = 100) 
being 95:4, 99-0 and 111-0 respectively. The following 
table shows the details for those three quarters, and 
for the years 1929 and 1930.

The downward trend in the volume of production, 
as measured by the index number for manufacturing 
industries, continued into the first quarter of this year, 
the fall of 2-9 per cent., as compared with the 
December quarter of 1930, being smaller than the 
decline in the general index (8-6 per cent.) which in- 
cludes mining and quarrying, and also smaller than 
the decline in the index number for manufacturing in- 
dustries (3-6 per cent.) for the March quarter of 19380 
as compared with the fourth quarter of 1929. 

Comparing the figures for the March quarter of 1931 
with those for the corresponding period in 1930, de- 
creases are recorded for all of the groups shown in the 
table except food, drink and tobacco. The output of 
coal was about 15 per cent. smaller, while iron and 
steel and manufactures thereof show a relative decline 
of 40 per cent. The decrease of 17 per cent. shown by 
the index for engineering and shipbuilding is largely 
due to the substantial falling-off in shipbuilding and 
marine engineering, the decline in respect of general 
engineering being relatively much smaller. 

Activity in non-ferrous metals, compared with a year 
earlier, shows a decline of nearly 10 per cent., a small 
increase in the apparent absorption of copper being 
more than offset by the decreased takings of lead, zinc 
and tin. The textile group as a whole shows a fall of 
about 21 per cent., representing substantial declines 
in activity in the cotton, linen and jute industries and

WATER GAS PROCESS: CARBON AND 
THERMAL BALANCES 


The commercial use of water gas as a fuel and as 
a source of hydrogen is extending. An investigation on 
the methods of its production has been in progress as 
part of the programme of the Fuel Research Station 
of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research 
for some years. An account of some experiments was 
published in 1923 as *‘ Fuel Research Technical Paper 
No. 6,’’ but it was at that time impossible to carry out 
the systematic experiments necessary to continue the 
work owing to the plant being required for other pur- 
poses. The installation of a second plant enabled this 
work to be resumed. 


It is essential, in any investigation of this nature, 
to be able to measure accurately the materials used 
and obtained, and the heat used—in other words, to 
be able to obtain accurate balance sheets. It is only 
when this has been done that it is possible to say which 
aspects of the process show most possibilities of 
improvement and to ascertain the true effects of 
changes in the method of working the plant. 


A *Paper just published contains a study of the 
methods of obtaining complete balance sheets showing 
(a) the distribution, in the final products, of the carbon 
entering the plant, and (b) the amounts of heat 
generated in the process and its utilisation. A previous 
paper (“* Fuel Research Technical Paper No. 27,’’ pub- 
lished in 1930), describes the methods adopted for 
measuring the rapidly fluctuating flows of gas and air 
which occur in the process. 


A NEW PRIME MOVER 


On Thursday, June 4, a Paper is to be read before 
the Royal Society of Arts, John Street, Adelphi, 
London, W.C. 2, by Mr J. F. J. Malone, describing 
a new form of prime mover and its uses for locomotives, 
marine and other engines. The principles of this new 
type of engine, which derives its motive power from 
the expansion and contraction of fluids, will be fully 
demonstrated by lantern slides, apparatus and a 
sectional model. 


The meeting will be held at 6 p.m., and the chair 
will be taken by Mr. Llewelyn B. Atkinson, M.I.E.E., 
Assoc.M.Inst.C.E., a Vice-President of the Royal 
Society of Arts.

REPORT ON EXPLOSION AT WHITEHAVEy 
COLLIERY 


The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of g 
Report by Sir Henry Walker, C.B.E., LL.D., H.M. Chief 
Inspector of Mines, on the causes of and circumstances 
attending the explosion which occurred on January 29 at 
Haig Pit, Whitehaven Colliery, and resulted in the deaths 
of twenty-seven persons and injuries to thirteen others, 


This Report is based on the evidence given at a Public 
Enquiry held by Sir Henry Walker at Whitehaven. It js 
definitely established that the explosion started at the 
coal face in a working place at the moment when the coal] 
was being blasted down; and there is no doubt that, in 
one way or another, the blasting operations ignited an 
accumulation of firedamp in the place. 


The Report discusses in detail such questions as wh 
the firedamp had accumulated, how precisely the blasting 
operations ignited it; and the spread of the explosion by 
coal dust; and makes several important recommendations,

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND BRITISH 
GUIANA 


TRADE AND CROP CONDITIONS 


Trade conditions generally during the past month have 
continued very dull throughout these territories, states 
Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 


Latest weather advices received by cable from Barbados 
report ‘‘ good showers but partial.’’ Operations connected 
with the grinding of the 1930-31 sugar crop will conclude 
during May. Owing to the drought the returns from some 
parishes will be very poor, and latest estimates received of 
the total crop, including syrup, do not exceed 55,000 tons, 
against a normal crop of 80,000 tons. 


There have been a few good showers in different parts of 
Trinidad, which to a certain extent have relieved the 
damage caused by the drought; much more rain, however, 
is required to ensure any real benefit. The results so far

reported of the grinding of the 1931 sugar crop have been 
such as to cause all the factories to increase their estimates, 
It now appears likely that the crop will prove to be much 
better than the average yield originally anticipated, 
Labour in this Colony has been plentiful for all purposes, 
There is some fear that unemployment will show itself in 
the near future, owing to the general curtailment which 
will have to be made on all the plantations in order to 
reduce expenses. The Local Government’s new water 
scheme will, however, absorb part of the labour thrown out 
of employment. 


Seasonable weather conditions have been general through- 
out Jamaica, and the reaping of the 1931 sugar crop is 
progressing satisfactorily. Shipments of bananas for the 
first three months of 1931, amounting to 3,310,951 stems, 
show a decrease of 1,302,640 stems, as compared with the 
corresponding quarter of 1930. 


Welcome rains have fallen in the Leeward Islands since 
April 28, and have brought relief from the prolonged 
drought, two inches being reported at Antigua and four 
inches at St. Kitts. 


The weather in British Guiana has been seasonable, being 
in the main very dry. Returns for the spring sugar crop 
are up to the estimate. The rice market has continued 
to be active, with a slight advance in prices. Local ship- 
ments of this commodity during March amounted to 34.000 
bags, a record total from the Colony for any one month. 


BRITISH WEST AFRICA 
GOLD COAST TEXTILE IMPORTS IN MARCH 


The Imperial Trade Correspondent at Accra reports that 
during March last imports of cotton piece-goods, etc., were 
valued at £43,587. The piece-goods included bleached, 
£1,625, of which the United Kingdom supplied £1,561; 
dyed, £5,330 (U.K., £4,493); coloured, £10,797 (U.K. 
£10,082); grey, £796 (U.K. £758); printed, £20,726 (U.K. 
£15,935 and Holland £3, 302); velveteen, £152 (Italy £135); 
cotton, sewing, £89] (U.K. £700 and Belgium £148); un- 
enumerated, £3,235 (U.K. £2,775); hosiery, £14 (the United 
States £1] and U.K. £3); ribbon, £21, all from the United 
Kingdom. 


CANADA 
INDUSTRIAL AND BUSINESS CONDITIONS 
IN APRIL 


General conditions in the manufacturing industry are 
still below normal, but the volume of business has shown sub- 
stantial improvement during recent months, states the Royal 
Bank of Canada in its ‘‘ Monthly Letter.’’ Textile mills 
have greatly expanded their operations, new factories have 
been opened and extensions made to existing plants. In 
some instances mills have been working on overtime 
schedules. Production is generally more satisfactory in the 
steel trades. The automobile industry has increased its 
output in anticipation of spring orders. Three United 
States automobile companies have recently concluded ar- 
rangements for the manufacture of their products in 
Canada, and the Ford Company has secured a site of about 
eight acres near Vancouver, where a plant will be built 
to meet the requirements of the Western Canadian territory. 
The tariff changes recently brought into effect in Australia 
will be of considerable advantage to Canadian automobile 
manufacturers. 


Pulp and paper plants continue to operate at less than 
60 per cent. of capacity. Conditions in this industry have 
been distinctly unfavourable. Production of newsprint, 
however, amounted to 187,005 tons in March, an increase of 
22,453 tons over the February output. Shipments totalled 
187,730 tons, or slightly more than the quantity produced. 


The total value of construction contracts awarded in the 
first quarter of the year was 73,541,000 dollars. This shows 
a considerable falling off from the first quarter in both 1930 
and 1929, but is above the corresponding figures for 1928. 
Engineering projects continue to make up a large proportion 
of the total. 


MINING OPERATIONS 


The mining industry continues to operate on a satisfac- 
tory basis, and the output of gold, silver, petroleum, zinc, 
cement and gypsum during the first two months of 1931 was 
greater than during the corresponding period of last year.

The increase in gold has been particularly important, 
mounting to nearly 100,000 fine ounces. Production of gold 
» Ontario during March showed continued expansion. 
During the first quarter of the year the value of gold and 
jlver extracted from ore milled by Ontario gold mines was 
1919,492 dols., as compared with 8,304,558 dols. in the 
arch quarter of 1930. An interesting discovery of radium- 
yaring minerals has been reported from Great Bear Lake, 
the North-West Territories. Important announcements 
recently made have included the enlargement of mill capaci- 
‘jes at the Hollinger, Teck Hughes and Howey gold mines. 
the Aldermac Company is to build a 500-ton concentrator on 
ts Rouyn property. The principal operation proposed is 
the separation of sulphur from the pyrites. On the basis of 
90 tons a day annual production will amount to six million 
is. of copper, in addition to sulphur and precious metals. 


AGRICULTURAL OUTLOOK 


Preparations for the coming season’s agricultural opera- 
‘ions are now under way in practically all parts of Canada. 
Precipitation during the autumn and winter months has 
een insufficient in many parts of the West, and moisture 
onditions are causing grave concern, and have delayed 
veding operations. Plenteous rain will be needed during 
the growing season to ensure satisfactory yields of grain. 
The acreage to be sown to wheat will, it is generally con- 
sidered, show some reduction. Land already prepared for 
seeding will be utilised and a larger acreage will be summer- 
fallowed in the expectation of improved markets in 1932. 
Autumn-sown crops wintered well in Eastern Canada and 
British Columbia, spring work was commenced at an early 
date, and conditions are generally hopeful for the 1931 
season. 

The resistance shown by prices of livestock and animal 
products to the general decline in commodity prices, com- 
bined with the low levels at which feed could be procured, 
turned the attention of many farmers to the livestock indus- 
try. The market has suffered from over-supplies at some 
times and from heavy offerings of poorly finished stock. 
The price of well-finished animals has not suffered such 
heavy declines. The export of cattle to Great Britain has 
continued at a moderate rate throughout the winter. A 
recent cargo included fifteen carloads from Alberta, the first 
shipment made under the auspices of the newly formed 
Council of Western Beef Producers. The market for hogs 
has been firmer in recent weeks, as supplies have been 
moderate. The low prices for farm products and large 
stocks from last year’s crops have had an adverse effect on

IRISH FREE STATE 


CENSUS OF THE BREAD, FLOUR 
CONFECTIONERY AND BISCUIT-MAKING 
INDUSTRIES (REPORT NO. 18) 


Under the Statistics (Census of Production) Orders 
(Statutory Rules and Orders No. 38, 1929, and No. 3, 1930), 
made under the Statistics Act, 1926, returns were received 
relating to the production, in 1929, of 357 businesses in the 
Free State at which bread, flour confectionery and biscuits 
were made for sale. Each of these businesses had an 
output, the selling value of which was £1,000 or over in 
1929. 

It was found impracticable to obtain satisfactory returns 
at the time of the taking of the 1926 Census of Production 
from the numerous small concerns throughout the I’ree 
State baking bread, etc., and the 1929 Census was, there- 
fore, confined to obtaining returns from the larger concerns 
with an output valued at £1,000 or over—no effort being 
made to secure returns from the smaller concerns. It is 
estimated that the selling value of the total production of 
these smaller businesses did not exceed £250,000, or less 
than 5} per cent. of the total value of the gross output of 
the 357 larger businesses. (Returns were not obtained in 
respect of the bread, etc., made at Army bakeries or insti- 
tutions.) Comparative figures for the year 19206 are given 
in the tables, but they refer to the 414 establishments which 
made bread, etc., valued at £1,000 or over in the year. 
The fall in the price of bread largely accounts for the 
smaller number of firms having an output of over £1,000 
in 1929 as compared with 1926. 

Practically all the establishments worked continuously 
throughout the year—there were only sixteen concerns 
which worked less than 300 days. The number of hours 
normally worked by wage-earners was 48 per week in the

majority (198) of the establishments. In 86 establishments 
the hours worked varied between 49 and 60, while, in the 
remaining 73 establishments, the hours worked varied 
between 33 and 47, 


Gross Output AND Costs 


The following table shows the quantity and net selling 
value of the products made in 1929, for sale, by the 357 
establishments to which the Report refers. Corresponding 
figures of the output of the 414 establishments in 1926 are 
also shown.

decreased to less than £1,000 in the year 1929, made, in the 
latter year, about one and a half million loaves. The par- 
ticulars for such firms are included in the 1926 figures, but 
are not included in the 1929 figures.) 

Establishments which, as well as running bakeries, carried 
on the business of milling flour, either for use in their own 
bakeries or for sale as flour, were required to return par- 
ticulars of their flour-milling business on a separate return 
for grain milling. Particulars of the products made, 
materials used, persons employed, wages paid, etc., in con- 
nection with the grain-milling business side of such estab- 
lishment are included in the Grain Milling Report (No. 7 
of this series), and are not included in this Report. 

The cost of materials used was £2,413,453, as compared 
with £2,944,900 in 1926, and included imported wheaten 
flour, £1,206,531; wheaten flour milled in the Free State, 
£633,924; fats and oils (butter, margarine, lard, etc.), 
£147,675; fruits and spices, £91,839; and sugar, £86,574. 

In 1929 the 105 more important grain mills operating in 
the Free State made 4,024,004 cwts. of wheat flour, while 
3,091,349 cwts. of wheat flour were imported into the Free 
State and retained for home consumption, and 41,266 ewts. 
were exported during that year. If it be assumed that 
the stocks held at the beginning of the vear did not 
materially differ from those held at the end of the year, it 
would appear that siightly over seven million cwts. of 
wheat flour were consumed in the country, in 1929, and 
that approximately one-third of this was used in the 357 
establishments to which the Report relates. It is estimated 
that not more than 35 per cent. of available supplies were 
used by all concerns engaged in the bread, flour confec- 
tionery and biscuit-making industries. 

The cost of fuel (coal, coke, oil, etc.) was £117,699, and 
that of cases, tins and wrapping paper amounted to 
£60,820. 

The value of the net output of the 357 establishments in 
1929 was therefore £1,967,997, as against £1.848,046 in 


1926. 
PERSONS EMPLOYED AND WAGES 


The total number of persons employed in the 357 estab- 
lishments in 1929 was 7,819, as against 8,144 in 1926. Of 
this total 5,489 were males and 2,330 females. 

Salaries, wages and earnings amounted to £1,110,619, of 
which £182,518 represented salaries and £928.10] wayes and 
earnings. 

CAPACITY OF ENGINES, Etc. 

The effective horse-power that all prime movers in the 
357 establishments in 1929 could develop was 2,712; the 
kilowatt capacity of electric generators was 987, and the 
rated horse-power of electric motors was 3,984. 


PRopvctTion, Imports AND CONSUMPTION OF BREAD MADE 
FOR SALE 


According to the figures appearing in the Report there 
were approximately 150} million 2 Jb. loaves produced, 
during 1929, at the 330 larger bakeries, etc., which made

bread in the Free State. It is estimated that the smaller 
establishments (i.e., those with an output valued at less 
than £1,000 in the year 1929), which baked bread through- 
out the country, made for sale, approximately, 124 million 
2 lb. loaves during the vear. Accordingly, there were about 
163 million 2 1b. loaves made in 1929 for sale. 

The net imports (i.e., total imports less exports) of 
‘‘ bakers’ bread and buns, not dutiable,’’ into the Free 
State in the year 1929 (according to ‘‘ Trade and Shipping 
Statistics ’’) were 202,351 cwts. This would represent about 
11 million 2 lb. loaves. It, therefore, may be assumed that 
the quantity of bakers’ bread consumed in the year 1929 
was the equivalent of 174 million 2 lb. loaves. It should 
not be overlooked that bread made in the homes and on 
farms for home consumption (which is very considerable in 
this country) is not taken into account.

SOUTH AFRICA 
CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 

The slightly better tone apparent in March and April con- 
tinued throughout the past month, but the movement is not 
sufficiently pronounced to lead to any definite conclusions 
as to the future trend. Wholesale trade is a little more 
active, but definite signs of an approaching return to 
normal are still absent. Good early winter rains have 
fallen and winter farming prospects are favourable. 


GOLD AND DIAMONDS 


The Transvaal gold output for April (25 working days) 
was 882,337 fine ozs., with a value of £3,747,929, compared 
with 868,606 ozs., with a value of £3,689,604 in April, 
1930 (also 25 working days). Native labour shows a further 
slight decrease. No change has taken place in the diamond 
industry, but an agreement between the Government and 
the Diamond Corporation has now been signed. 

Railway earnings from April 1 to May 9 were £2,419,406, 
or £215,878 below the estimate. The total for the corre- 
sponding period last year was £2,6458,930. 

The local maize market remains lifeless with a tendency 
towards lower prices. Exports of maize and maize products 
in April amounted to 34,819 bags, making 6,414,087 bags 
for the season. 


Woot, SKINS, ETC. 


The long-wool season has practically ended, offerings now 
being of a nondescript nature. Values are definitely easier 
with less competition. Demand continues fair for quality 
combing wool, but 5- to 6-month wools are difficult of sale. 
The local mohair market is quiet. The summer clip is 
arriving and there is fairly general enquiry for superior 
kids. There is little demand for summer first, but seconds 
are wanted. 

The prices for sheepskins continued to decline in April, 
but the tone is now steadier. Goatskins have declined 
steadily and the prices are now 14d. lower than at the end 


of March. Hides also are lower. The ostrich feather 
market has continued lifeless.

The soft goods trade con- 
tinues brighter and an increasing number of country orders 
are being received. Retail business is fair.

FOREIGN 


AUSTRIA 


AND EXPORTS OF 
CYCLES IN 1930 
(From the Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation.) 


VIENNA. 

Austria is one of the few countries where the number of 
motor cycles registered considerably exceeds that of motor 
cars. Some believe that the ‘‘ baby ”’ car will soon seriously 
cut into the motor cycle market, but the prospect is still 
somewhat distant. No baby cars are so far made in Austria. 

Total imports of motor cycles again fell off from 4,495 in 
1929 to 3,702 last year. The reduction was probably due to 
the general economic depression and not to any decline in 
the popularity of motor cycles. 

The proportion of British motor cycles to the total 
imported dropped further from 47 per cent. in 1928 and 
46 per cent. in 1929 to 39 per cent. in 1930. That of 
Germany in those three years was 16, 20 and 35 per cent. 
respectively. The average value of the German machines, 
according to the trade statistics, was 1,300 schillings, as 
compared with 1,600 sch. for the British. Belgian motor 
cycles (though again much fewer owing to the stabilisation 
of the currency) still came third, while the number from 
France (250) did not vary much. From the United States 
290 were imported, or only half the number in 1927. Except 
as regards Germany, therefore, the United Kingdom more 
than held its own.

As regards the exports of Austrian motor cycles, it is in- 
teresting to note that the total has been steadily rising, and 
js now not far short of the imports. By far the greatest 
part of the exports are of the Puch motor cycles, made by 
the only Austrian firm that manufactures its own engines. 
These have hitherto all been light two-stroke machines of 
225 or 250 c.c. Their low price, and the higher duty on 
light weight machines, has given these almost a monopoly of 
the light weight market in Austria and reduced the imports 
of British machines of this type. 

At the Vienna Spring Fair this year the Puch company 
brought out a 500 c.c. machine, the engine of which was com- 
posed of two of the 250 c.c. cylinders. It is doubted whether 
this will prove a serious competitor of the imported 
machines. At the same Fair the Germans showed a number 
of so-called auxiliary motor cycles with very light and low 
powered engines attached to pedal bicycles more or less 
modified for the purpose. Not much success is anticipated 
for this revival of an old design, owing in part to the rough 
Austrian roads; the revival is only a result of the economic 
depression in Germany, which makes a very low price the 
first consideration. 


CHINA 
TRADE OF CHUNGKING, 1930-31 


The Acting British Consul-General at Chungking reports 
that low silver and high taxation continue to be the 
principal factors affecting trade in Szechuan Province. The 
tendency for low gold values to stimulate exports is being 
blocked and counteracted in Szechuan by excessive taxa- 
tion, and there is not much enthusiasm for the products 
of this Province by the time they have passed the numerous 
likin stations and the tax bureaux in the Province. That 
this affects imports as well is shown by a recent case of the 


Canadian Mission Press at Chengtu, which paid at destina-. 


tion 3,900 dollars for a consignment of printing paper pur- 
chased by them in Shanghai for 1,300 dols. 

Other factors affecting both import and export trade 
have been the prevalence of civil war and Communism down 
river, but with the present maintenance of peaceful con- 
ditions prospects of improvement are good. 

Another hopeful feature is the increasing amount of road 
construction going on throughout the Province. The pend- 
ing completion of the Chungking-Chengtu highway is 
expected not only to create an increased demand for motor 
vehicles, but also to stimulate trade generally, especially 
as it will be difficult to maintain twenty or thirty tax 
stations along a motor road between Chungking and the 
Capital; there is already talk of consolidating the taxes on 
cargo leaving Chungking. A contract has been arranged 
for the supply of twenty-five Chevrolet trucks for use on 
the Chungking-Chengtu road. There are now some 400 
motor vehicles in Szechuan, as compared with 295 nine 
months ago. Trucks and omnibuses still predominate, 
although the carriage of freight by motor transport is not 
likely to come for some time, as it is still much cheaper 
to carry goods by coolie-load. The development of street 
construction in Chungking City, the linking of these streets 
with the Pahsien section of the Chengtu road, and the 
development along that road of a residential section out- 
side the city, are combining to create an increasing demand 
for motor vehicles of all kinds and for private cars in 
particular. 


IMPORTS AND E:xPoRTS 


Larger quantities of steel bars and machinery are being 
imported into Chungking. The former are used mostly in 
connection with munitions, and the latter largely in the 
same way, but more and more machinery is being used in 
industrial enterprise, and in private lighting plants. Both 
of these items would be doubled or trebled if it were pos- 
sible to send them into the interior from Chungking, but 
it is very difficult to get anything which might be used 
for military supplies past Chungking.

The above figures reveal the fact that British shipping is 
now more than recovering its share of trade on the Upper 
Yangtse lost to Chinese companies during the troubles of 
1926 and 1927. 

Tonnage has been decidedly in excess of cargo during the 
period under review, and strong endeavours were made by 
the Chungking Shipping Conference to stabilise rates. 
These were of little avail, however, Chinese companies in- 
variably cutting first, followed by Japanese and Americans. 
For the last trips of the summer vessels at the beginning 
of November, rates from Chungking to Shanghai were 
lower than those from Ichang to Shanghai. 

Since the summer of 1929 British ships have been carry- 
ing import cargo into Wanhsien without interference, but 
up till this year no export trade was possible. In January, 
however, advantage was taken of the low-water shortage of 
tonnage to try and regain an entry into the Wanhsien 
export trade. This was successful in respect of a few cheap 
cargoes, and there is every prospect of loading wood-oil 
and other valuable cargoes jn the near future. 


NETHERLAND EAST INDIES 
FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER 


The British Commercial Agent at Batavia reports that, 
although the final trade returns for March last are not yet 
available, it is anticipated that imports will show a slight 
improvement on February. An encouraging indication of 
better trade is that salesmen are now meeting with a better 
demand for manufactured goods and foodstuffs, which leads 
to the belief that Chinese distributors and retailers, who 
for the past three months have been buying only for imme- 
diate requirements, are taking a more optimistic view of the 
economic conditions, and consequently are now willing to 
purchase for future deliveries. 


Local opinion is that the bottom of the trade depression 
was reached in February, and that imports will steadily 
increase during the next few months; nevertheless, nothing 
in the way of a boom in import trade is to be expected until 
prices obtainable for exports, and particularly for rubber 
and native cultures, show an upward tendency. 


The latest available trade statistics, i.e., those for the 
first two months of the current year, show that imports 
during that period totalled 423,194 metric tons, valued at 
99,277,000 florins, as against 582,175 metric tons, valued at 
167,813,000 fils. during the corresponding period of 1930, 
a fall in value of no less than 40-85 per cent. Exports for 
January and February last amounted to 1,468,399 metric 
tons. valued at 169,194,000 fls., as compared with 1,701,864 
metric tons (229,008,000 fis.) during the first two months 
of 1930, a decline of 26-12 per cent. 

The decline in imports was common to all commodities, 
though most noticeably so in the textile group, e.g.—cotton

of wearing apparel—for which imports during January, 
1931, were valued at 25,530,000 fls., as against 40,983,000 
fis. for the corresponding months of 1930.

GERMANY 
DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE IN 1930 


The ‘‘ Quarterly Review’’ of the Anglo-International 
Bank, Limited, London, states that the total imports for 
last year amounted to 10,393 million marks, as against 
13,447 million mks. in 1929. Almost all the countries supply- 
ing Germany with goods last year sold her less than in 1929. 
In the case of the United States this decline amounted to 
483 million mks., the exports more particularly affected 
being cotton, copper, lard, fruit, automobiles, machines and 
iron goods. Germany’s imports from Argentina showed a 
decline of 342 million mks. Great Britain ranked third with 
a falling off of 226 million mks., the reduction in her 
case being chiefly accounted for by textiles of all kinds. 
Then followed British India with a reduction of 195 million 
mks. ; Canada, — 170 million mks., chiefly corn and fodder; 
the French Customs Region, — 161 million mks.; Holland, 
— 140 million mks.; Belgium and Luxemburg, — 122 
million mks.; Czechoslovakia, — 121 million mks.; Aus- 
tralia, —118 million mks.; and Poland-Danzig, —113 million 
mks. The only countries which increased their exports 
to Germany were Roumania, + 26 million mks.; the Soviet 
Union, + 10 million mks.; and Greece, + 4 million mks.

DESTINATION OF EXPORTS 


Exports last year totalled 12,036 million mks., ag 
against 13,483 million mks. in 1929. Of the total decline 
in Germen exports, 547 million mks. concerned European 
markets and 899 million mks. non-European markets. 


Exports to the United States again showed the sharpest 
decline on 1929; the decrease amounted to 306 million mks. 
and affected all groups of exports. Holland was second 
with a reduction of 149 million mks., chiefly in iron goods 
and chemical materials. German exports to Czechoslovakia 
declined by 130 million mks., the items affected in particu- 
lar being machines and textiles, while Italy imported 118 
million mks. less from Germany, pit coal, machines, 
chemical products, iron goods and woven goods showing 
the most marked decreases. 


Exports to Poland-Danzig fell off by 96 million mks.; to 
Brazil by 89 million mks.; to Great Britain by 87 million 
mks.; to Argentina by 84 million mks.; and to Austria by 
81 million mks. On the other hand, German exports to the 
French Customs Region rose by 240 million mks. France 
bought 214 million mks. worth of goods more than in 1929, 
especially machines, iron goods, rolled iron products, 
electrical machinery and apparatus, vessels, lumber and 
woven goods. The following table gives particulars of the

NORTHERN MANCHURIA 
THE ECONOMIC SITUATION 


The effects of the world-wide depression in trade and 
finance began to be felt in Manchuria in the latter part of 
1930, states a Report from the British Commercial Secre- 
tary at Harbin, based on extracts from the ‘‘ Manchurian 
Monitor.’’ They now (March, 1931) threaten to destroy 
the whole economic structure of the country, which is 
dependent on the export of its agricultural produce, mainly 
beans and bean products. 


Even before the autumn crops were up the trouble had 
begun. The customary rise in the local price of beans which 
occurs in the summer was accentuated by the fall in the price 
of silver, and this was followed by the unexpected and steady 
fall in the price of beans on the European market. Never- 
theless, the gravity of the situation was not realised, and 
the new season began with dealers and exporters in an 
optimistic mood. 


GRAIN CROPS AND EXports 


The total crops of all grain (wheat, beans, millet, etc.) in 
Northern Manchuria in 1930 was estimated as about 
11,400,000 tons, to which must be added unsold stocks from 
the previous year of about 3,600,000 tons. These figures in- 
dicate an unprecedented surplus of grain available for export 
from Northern Manchuria. 


The actual exports, however, from October to January (the 
three months when exports normally reach the maximum)

sere 40 per cent. below those of last year, and prices for 
ans, bean oil and bean cake fell to about half what they 
vere for the 1929-30 season and less than one-third for the 
1928-29 season. Very rough calculations, based on the 
mount and value (including freight) of beans exported 
om Northern Manchuria, indicate that the payments re- 
wived this season will amount to. only 35 million yen, as 
ompared with 92 million yen and 118 million yen in the 
erresponding seasons of the two previous years. These 
jgures are admittedly based on very rough approximations, 
but they may be taken as showing the nature and extent of 
the present crisis. 


DEALINGS IN BEANS 


The Chinese banks and dealers began, as is customary, 
buying forward in June and July, and put through a number 
of large deals at from 1-25 dollars to 1-35 dols. per pood, prices 
yhich showed enormous profits compared with spot values 
at the time. Instead of rising when the time came to de- 
liver, prices fell below even those at which the banks and 
jealers had bought forward, with the result that they were 
involved in very heavy losses. The exporting houses refused 
on a falling market to make purchases on their own account 
and would only carry out indent orders from abroad on 
commission. 


Holders of the old crop, bought at 1-75 dols. a pood, waited 
or the rise in price which usually occurs before the new 
sop deliveries. It is estimated that these holders had 
about 12 million poods, which at the October price of 1-40 
jols. would show a loss of 5 million dols. even if they had 
ill sold then and not (as most did) waited till prices were 
even lower. They had to bear, too, the cost of warehousing 


and interest. 


RESULTANT COMMERCIAL FAILURES 


On the heels of the disaster overtaking these holders of 
the old stocks came the ruin of those who had also bought 
forward in the summer for the new crop. Bankruptcies 
ocurred over the whole area, unprecedented in number and 
extent. On a rough estimate made by various Chinese com- 
wercial bodies the losses of grain dealers and native banks 
in Northern Manchuria amounted to some 70 million dols. 
Since in China the owners of one big concern are almost 
ilways part owners in many more, the finances of the whole 
ling intimately involved, the direct effects of the crash 
vere by no means confined to grain dealers and grain banks. 


Oi, AND Fitour MILLS 


The oil-mill industry has recently been in a more favour- 
able position than for some years, but owners suffered heavy 
losses towards the end of last year and are even now making 
very little profit. 


Only eight out of the 36 flour mills in Harbin were working 
in March. Owing to the small wheat crop in 1929 owners 
bought early at relatively high prices. The prospects are 
not bright as there is no demand for export, and internal 
consumption has fallen off as a number of small mills have 
been erected throughout the province to provide for local 


consumption. Very heavy stocks are on hand. 


PositIonN oF TRADERS, BANKS AND FARMERS 


Wholesale and retail native traders, even those not 
directly connected with operations in beans and grain, have 
ben hard hit. Dealers in imported foreign goods have been 
riously affected, as elsewhere in China, by the fall in 
‘ilver, which has raised prices in local currency to prohibitive 
levels. All shops and stores have felt the effect of the general 
iepression resulting from the state of the export market. 
There have been many failures among the Chinese, and a 
uumber of foreign firms are being ‘‘ carried ” by the banks. 


The Chinese banks are without free capital and are prob- 
ably short of cash. They have spent large sums in financing 
leals in beans and grain which are unmarketable, and 
their resources have been strained to extend drafts which 
their clients have been unable to meet. In many cases they 
have had to write off interest and reduce their rate on loans 
in order to prevent further failures. 


The full brunt of the crisis has fallen on the agricultural 
population: it is estimated that the small proprietor has not 
realised this season half the amount he required to cover 
txpenses, and the lessee farmer only about one-third. In 
many districts beans are being used as fuel. 








Commercial Treaties and 
Arrangements 





GERMANY—HAYTI 
TREATY OF COMMERCE AND FRIENDSHIP 


The Board of Trade are informed that the ratifications 
were exchanged on April 16, 1931, of a Treaty of Commerce 
and Friendship between Germany and Hayti which was 
signed at Port-au-Prince on March 10, 1930. The Treaty 
entered into force on May 6, 1931, and is to remain in 
operation for three years, subject thereafter to denunciation 
at one year’s notice by either Party. 


Under the Treaty most-favoured-nation treatment is 
accorded to the subjects of each Party as regards entry, 
travel and establishment, taxation, and the acquisition, 
possession and disposal of property, and to the companies of 
the Parties as regards the carrying on of business and other 
matters. Similar treatment is provided for in regard to 
import and export duties and prohibitions and Customs 
formalities. 


Subject to certain exceptions, the Parties undertake not 
to impose new import and export prohibitions on their trade 
with each other, and, in general, not to require certificates 
of origin. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is also accorded by each 
of the Parties to the ships of the other and their cargoes, 
but as regards the coasting trade the condition of 
reciprocity will apply. 

Exceptions from most-favoured-nation 
made in respect of :—

Sodium ethyl methyl butyl barbiturate 
has been exempted from Key Industry Duty imposed by 
Part 1 of the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 192], as 
amended by the Finance Act, 1926. 

The Exemption, which remains in force for a_ period 
ending on December 31, 1931, applies to such sodium ethy] 
methyl butyl barbiturate as is not entered under the 
Customs Acts before May 1, 1931, or which has not been 
removed trom a bonded warehouse before that date.

BRITISH SOLOMON ISLANDS 
REVISED CUSTOMS DUTIES 


Proclamation No. 7 of 1931, dated February 21, intro- 
duces a schedule of revised Customs duties on the following 
articles on importation into the British Solomon Islands, 
viz. :— 


Ale, beer, porter, cider, perry, hop, ginger or other beers ; 
sporting cartridges and cartridge cases; cigarettes; cigars, 
including wrappers; fireworks; matches; spirits and 
spirituous mixtures; tobacco and wines.

EXPORT DUTY ON COPRA 


Proclamation No. 8 of 1931, dated February 21, 1931, and 
effective as from April 1, 1931, imposes an export duty of 
5 per cent. ad valorem on copra exported from the British 
Solomon Islands Protectorate. 


IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN MATCHES 


PROHIBITED 


Proclamation No. 6 of 1931, dated February 19, 1931, 
prohibits, as from March 1, 1931, the importation into the 
British Solomon Islands of matches containing white or 
yellow phosphorus. 


CEYLON 


IMPORT OF CONDENSED MILK 


The Ceylon Customs draw attention to a further restric- 
tion, which is to come into force on June 18, regarding the 
quality of condensed milk imported into Ceylon. At present 
the import of condensed milk is prohibited if, when diluted, 
it produces a fluid which contains Jess than 12-4 per cent. 
of milk solids (including less than 3-6 per cent. of milk fat). 
The new regulation adds a further condition that the con- 
densed milk itself, prior to dilution, must contain at least 
31 per cent. of milk solids (including at least 9 per cent. of 
milk fat). 








PALESTINE 
RESTRICTIONS ON IMPORT AND EXPORT OF 
CERTAIN DRUGS 

The Palestine ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ of April 1 contains 4 
Notice, dated March 21, extending the scope of the restric- 
tions on dangerous drugs in Palestine as follows :— 

An absolute prohibition is imposed on the import and 
export of benzol-morphine and all other esters of morphine, 
their salts and preparations, except those whose import and 
export is specifically permitted under licence. 

A licence is required for the import and export of the 
following further drugs:—All preparations containing 
diacetylmorphine (heroin) [formerly those containing up to 
0-1 per cent. were exempt]; dihydro-morphinone (dilau- 
dide), dihydro-oxycodeinone (eucodal) and dihydro-codei- 
none (dicodide) and their salts and preparations. 


AND EXPORT OF CERTAIN 
EXPLOSIVES 
The Palestine ‘‘ Official Gazette '’ of April 1 contains an 
Order, dated March 19, which prohibits the import into or 
export from Palestine, except under licence from the Com- 
mandant of Police, of all manufactured explosives and the 
following organic nitro compounds, viz. :—nitro-naphtha- 
lenes, benzines, toluenes, glycerines, glucoses, celluloses and 
phenols. |

ARGENTINA 


INTERNAL REVENUE TAXES ON BEER AND 
WINE INCREASED 


A recent Argentine Presidential Decree provides for a 
modification of the internal revenue taxes levied on beer 
imported into and manufactured in Argentina. The new 
rates of the tax on imported beer and on national beer 
brewed from less than 50 per cent. of Argentine barley are 
as follows :— 

In casks—6 centavos (paper) per litre. 
In bottles of a capacity of: 
More than 70 centilitres up to 1 litre—6 centavos 
(paper) per bottle. 
61 to 70 centilitres (inclusive)—4 centavos (paper) 
per bottle. 
41 to 60 centilitres (inclusive)—3-5 centavos (paper) 
per bottle. 
Less than 41 centilitres—2:4 centavos (paper) per 
bottle. 

Lower rates are fixed for national beer brewed from 
more than 50 per cent. of Argentine barley. 

A further Decree increases the internal revenue tax 
levied on national and foreign genuine wines from } to } 
centavo per litre. 


BRAZIL 
MARKING OF TEXTILES 


The Commerciai Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rio de 
Janeiro has forwarded translation of a Decree, to come into 
force (it is understood) on J uly 22, which provides that all 
kinds of textiles manufactured in Brazil must be marked (in 
the factories) in such a manner that their national origin 
can be recognised immediately. The marking is to be 
effected, preferably and as far as possible, by means of 
decalcomania transfers fixed at intervals of not more than 
three metres, containing the words “‘ Industria Brazileira ” ; 
but factories may, if they so desire, weave these words into 
the selvedge, at the same maximum intervals. Where either 
of these processes cannot be applied the distinctive marking 
is to consist of three well exposed threads throughout the 
selvedge, coloured green, blue and yellow. 

All made-up wares, including stockings and 
articles, must be marked on each piece 
Brazileira.’’ 

The import of all foreign textiles having in, or near, the 
selvedge threads of green, blue and yellow, or green and 
yellow colours is prohibited.

CHILE 
INCREASED TAXATION OF TOBACCO 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a recent Law 
which provides, inter alia, for increased stamp taxes on 
tobacco products imported into or manufactured in Chile. 
The taxes, which are based on the retail selling price, will 
be collected by means of special bands bearing the maxi- 
mum price at which the article may be sold. They are to 
be levied at the rates shown below on national products, 
imported cigars, cigarettes and tobacco having to pay the 
rates indicated with a surcharge of 50 per cent. :— 

Cigars—25 per cent. on the sale price to the consumer. 

Cigarettes in packets—30 per cent. on the sale price 
to the consumer, but not less than 10 centavos per 
packet. (For this purpose the term ‘“‘ packet ’’ is 
to mean not more than 14 cigarettes, together 
weighing not more than 25 grammes including the 
package.) 

Manufactured tobacco (plug, twist, cake, cut, 
shredded, paste, powdered)—15 centavos for each 
packet of 15 grammes or 6 pesos per kilog. gross. 


The importation and sale of cut tobacco, unless in 
packets, and of loose cigarettes and cigars continues to be 
prohibited. 





CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AND TARIFF CHANGES—Continued 
TARIFF INCREASES 


H.M. Representative at Santiago reports, by telegraph, 
that a Decree has been issued, effective on May 27, increas- 
ing the Customs duties on some 240 items of the Chilean 
Tariff. Goods proved to have been shipped before May 12 
and declared for clearance within fifteen days of arrival 
will be admitted at the former rates of duty. Further par- 
ticulars will be published as soon as the text of the Decree 
is received in the Board of Trade. 

A further Decree, effective on May 23, increases the 
duty on rice to 20 centavos per kilog. and on sugar con- 
taining from 85 per cent. to 98 per cent. saccharose to 
20 pesos per 100 kilogs., containing from 98 per cent. to 
99-5 per cent. saccharose to 30 pesos per 100 kilogs., and 
containing more than 99-5 per cent. saccharose to 40 pesos 
per 100 kilogs. Consignments proved to have been shipped 
before May 18 and declared for clearance within 15 days 
of arrival will be admitted at the former rates of duty.

A Government Ordinance of May 4, effective as from 
May 10, increases until further notice the supplementary 
duty on pigs imported into Czechoslovakia to 308 Czech 
kronen per 100 kilogs. live weight. The present inclusive 
duties on pigs imported into Czechoslovakia from countries 
entitled to most-favoured-nation treatment in Czecho-

Swine weighing over 120 kilogs., 140 Cz. kr. per 100 
kilogs. live weight. 


GREECE 
DUTIES ON FRENCH GOODS 

H.M. Minister at Athens reports that the ‘‘ General ”’ 
rates of the Greek Customs Tariff were applied on April 17 
to all goods of French origin imported into Greece. Nego- 
tiations for a revised Commercial Treaty between the two 
countries are, however, still proceeding. 

The above alteration does not affect United Kingdom 
goods, which receive ‘‘ Conventional’’ Tariff treatment on 
import into Greece. 


MEXICO 
IMPORT DUTY MODIFICATIONS 
The Mexican “ Diario Oficial ’? of March 14 and April 13 


contains Decrees, dated March 12 and April 9 respectively, 
which modify the duties on various articles imported into 
Mexico. A comparative statement showing the more im- 
portant of these alterations is given below. Other goods 
affected include various animals, glucose, some timber, 
aluminium, aluminium wire, certain parts for electric 
lamps, and motor cars.

At the Court at Buckingham Palace, 
The 19th day of May, 1931. 
Present, 
The King’s Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 

Whereas by Section 8 of ‘‘ The Customs and Inland 
Revenue Act, 1879,’ (a) it is provided that the following 
voods may, by Proclamation or Order in Council, be pro-
